The Apoſtle Paal, when he is cau- 
tioning the believing Corinthians againſt For- 
nication, and ſuch Sins as were done againſt 
the Body, inforces it from the Conſideration 
of that Union there was between CURIST 
and their Bodies, 1 Cor. vi. 15. Kpow ye not 
that your Bodies are Members of CHRIST? 
Hence *tis that they are blefled, becauſe 
this is the Foundation of all that Commu- 
nion they now do, or ever {hall enjoy with 
Chars r their Head: For as the firſt Adam 
could do us no Hurt, were we not de- 
ſcended out of his Loins, as our Common 
Head; ſo the ſecond Adam does us no Good, 
but as we are united to him ; I mean, with 
Reſpect to eternal Salvation.

1, Scein 
therefore the Bleſſedneſs of Pious Perſons if 
ter Death, is ſecur'd by their Union with 
CuRISsT, how much ſhould it be their 
Concern while living, yea, the Concern of 
us all, with the holy Apoſtle, Phil. iii. g. 
at laſt to be found im Him , in Union with 
him, when Death comes; for ſurely with- 
out this, all our Religion will appear. to be 
vain: This ſhould alſo now take us off the 
vain Opinion of faring the better for our 
Natural or Spiritual Privileges, while we are

daily Bread, a Fear of being reducd to 
ſuch Circumſtances . as would be attended 
with Wants, and many Temptations ariſing 
from thence ? Does Gos, will He pronounce 
theſe dead Bodies bleſſed, and will He take 

o Care of them living? Shall they then be 
2 — as a ſacred 1 unto the Time of 
their Renovation, when being decently, and 
gloriouſly prepar'd, and commodioully fitted, 
the Soul ſhall return into her former Man- 
Gon 7 Shall all this be done for the Body 
when dead, and yet can we indulge a Di- 
ſtruſt of the Divine Care while we are liv- 
ing!

ther we die in our Beds, or in Battel by Sea, 
br by Land ; whether our Grave be a Fiſh's 

elly, or the Bowels of the Earth, the Bleſ- 
ſing belongs to the Body, and not the Place 
where *tis laid: And therefore their Folly 
deſerves expoſing, that are more concern'd 
where, than how, they ſhall die, about this 
or that Place, than dying in the Lox Dvd. 


3. As we value Reſt and Peace for ever 
hereafter, We ſhould be induſtrious and la-

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borious here. Thoſe that die in the Loxp, 
are an induſtrious People, otherwiſe the Pro- 
miſe of reſting from their Labour, would 
not helong to them.
